Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special.}—~ 
“In the next national campaign the tariff 
will be the principal issue,” said Senator 


William B. Allison tonight. ‘ The democrats 


will attack the republican party on this and 

the trust and money questions. The democ- 

racy will have the advantage of the repub- 

lican party in drafting its next national plat- 

orgy as it is not burdened with responsibili- 
es, 

“The republican party will not change 
front on the tariff question, it will not change 
its position on the Philippine question, and 
it will continue to enact legislation to solve 
the trust question. | 

There are all shades of opinion regarding 
the tariff. Some people want certain sched- 
ules of the tariff reduced, while others do not 
want them touched. For instance, the shoe 
manufacturers of New England want free 
hides, while the cattle raisers of the west be- 
eve that it would be disastrous to their in- 
dustry to remove this duty. 

Some persons believe the duty of $2 a 
thousand feet on lumber is too high and 
should be removed, while those engaged in 
the lumber industry do not desire any redu- 
tion in the present rates. It is such a broad 
question that it is impossible for all interests 
to agree. 


should be revised or whether specific sched- 
ules should be modifled- impossible, so 
far in advance of the meeting of the national 
republican convention, to predict exactly 
what the tariff plank will be. 

In my opinion the party will adopt a 
broad gauge platform. I »believe that it will 
declare in favor of changing the tariff to 
meet the changed conditions. That is, ir 
today a high rate tariff is necessary for the 
protection of a certain industry that high 
rate will be imposed, but if within a few 
years the industry has thrived so well that 
a high rate is not necessary to its existence 
then the duty should be reduced to meet 
changed conditions. 

“The party will not depart from its well 
known principles of protection. A maximum 
and minimum tariff is a good thing if it coula 
be put into operation in this country,’ Under 
such a law the president would be directed 
to impose the low Tate of duty on goods 
coming into this country when a foreign 
natton having a maximum and minimum 
tariſt admitted American made goods at the 
minimum rate... 

* Reciprocity is a beautiful theory, but 1 
am convinced that it cannot be put into prac- 
tice. The instant it is.proposed to reduce 
the duty on any given dutiable product by 
means of a reciprocity treaty the industry 
affected immediately objects. Where a num- 
ber of large industries are affected by the 
proposed reeiprocity treaties they exert 
enough influence to defeat the treaties. 

It is impossible to secure the ratification 


ol reciprocity treaties because of the tre- 


mendous pressure brought to bear by the 
interested industries. The same difficulty 
applies to the enactment of a maximum ana 
minimum tariff, because such a proposition 
surely would provoke strong opposition. 

“ Although the republican party will be 
attacked on its trust record, I believe that it 
can go before the country and receive the 
indorsement of the people for the steps it 
took at the last congress to regulate and con- 
trol the trusts. We have laid the foundation 
for future legislation on the trust question, 

“The bureau of corporations in the depart- 
ment of commerce has been created, the 
duties of the chief of the bureau being to 
gather information concerning the trusts and 
make it public. We also have provided for ö 
the expedition of the hearing of suite brought 
under the anti-trust law. We have enacted 
a law which permits persons injured in the 
crushing out of competition by the trusts to 


‘bring action to recover more than the dam- 


age sustained. 
„These are but a few of the steps taken 


towards regulating the trusts, and are ex- 


pected to produce results which will guide us 
in future legislation. We should wait to see 
what will be the benefit of these laws. I be- 
lieve they will bear good fruit.“ 

Secretary Cortelyou, President Roosevelt's 
newest cabinet officer; takes his lunch ata 
10 cent standup Junch counter opposite the 
treasury department, where he rubs elbows.

GUSTAVUS F.SWIF? DEAD, 


WELL KNOWN CHICAGO PACKER 
‘EXPIRES SUDDENLY. 


Name, He Originated Present Meth- 
. of Preparing and Marketing 
Dressed Meat—Starting as a Retail 
Butcher, He Lived Till His Business

Gustayus Franklin Swift, president of 
Swift & Oo., and one of the foremost figures 
in Chicago's commercial life, died yesterday 
morning at his home, 4848 Bilis avenue. . 

A week ago Mr. Swift had submitted to an 
operation, and was believed he was nearly 
recovered, Barly in the morning bea had 
appeared in excellent spirits, talking and 
joking with the members of his family. At 
8:10 a. m. he complained of @ pain in the 
region of his stomach. Ten minutes later he 

The sudden death of Mr. Swift removes the 


| second of the great figures in the meat and 


packing house industry in the United States. 
F. D. Armour died a little over two years 


ago. ii 
Business in Hands of Sons. 

For four years Mr. Swift had not been ac- 
tive in the company he founded, although he 
remained its president. His death, accord- 
ingly, will not, it is thought, have any effect 
on the standing or operation of the giant 
corporation. The oldest son, Louis F. Swift, 
is vice president of the company, and six 
other sons are connected with its manage- 
ment, 

Various estimates are placed on the wealth 
of the Swift estate. The capital stock of 
Swift & Co. is $25,000,000, and Swift's Re- 
frigerator Transportation company is capl- 
talized at $2,000,000. The majority of the 
stock of both compahiés is held by members 
of the Swift family. 

Mr. Swift had lived so simple and abste- 
mious a life that, when his physicians told him 
a week ago an operation would be needed to 
remove a trouble of the gall bladder, no fears 
were entertained for the successful outcome 
of the surgeon's treatment. The operation 
was performed last Sunday at the home in 
Ellis avenue. 

Hemorrhage Causes Death. 

The reports of the medical men in attend- 
ance were that recovery would be rapid. For 
a week this prophecy held good. Mr. Swift 
was relieved from the pain he had previously 
suffered. His spirits rose, and a return of 
the cheerfulness and quaint humor, long his 
characteristic, was gladly noted by his rela- 
tives and intimate friends who were ad- 
mitted to see him. The cause of death as- 
signed by the physicians was hemorrhage, 
resulting from the operation. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow at 1:30 
p. m. from St. James’ Methodist church, of 
which Mr, Swift was a most active member. 
The Rev, Camden M. Cobern, the pastor, will 
conduct the services. Arrangements for the 
burial have not been announced. | 


Was a Typical Yankee. 

Mr. Swift wee a Yankee through and 
through. Born in New England of native 
Stock, he had all the characteristics of 
those people-—He was tall, spare of frame, 
and of a countenance denoting shrewdness 
and mental activity. 

From his youth he was intimately con- 
nected with the live stock business. His 
father was a farmer, and he remained at 


| home until he reached his majority. Then 


he married, and, going only a short distance 
from the parental roof, set himself up ina 
small retail butcher shop at Barnstable, 
Mass. 

The business prospered. The young man 
gradually extended his field until he made 
most of his purchases in Albany, N. Y., many 
miles from his home. The next move was 
to leave Barnstable for Brighton, where 
again the field of. operations was steadily 
widened. Trading was done through Buffalo 
and Albany for the Boston market. 


Domes to Chicago. 

Mr. Swift was now pretty thoroughly 
equipped for a more radical change which 
should prove the most important in his life. 
He left the neighborhood of Boston, and, 
with J. A, Hathaway for a partner, trans- 
ferred his interests to Albany. The step 
turned out to be only preparatory to leaving 
the east entirely and coming to Chicago, two 
years later, where the young men could be 
at the center of the growing business in which 
they had embarked. 

When Hathaway & Swift came on the Chi- 
cago market this city was already regarded 
—it was then 1875—as the coming live stock 
market of the nation. The Union stockyards 
had been established nine years before, and 
cattle, and hogs, and sheep already were 
pouring into the new center. Here the buyers 
gathered, purchased from the shippers, and 
consigned the stock to the eastern markets. 
Mr. Swift's practical experience as a butcher 
led him, in two years, to adopt a change 
which soon revolutionized the industry. 


World Became His Market. 

His firm began slaughtering ittle at the 
yards. Shortly this necessitated the evolu- 
tion of the refrigerator car. Then the busi- 
ness expanded and 80 rapidly there 
was nothing to do for outsiders but to stand, 
gee, and marvel. Branches were opened in 
other cities and agencies established all over 
the world, for by the new methods of dis- 


tribution the market was limited only by the | 


bounds of the earth. 

Swift & Co. was incorporated in 1885 with 
a nominal! capital of $300,000. The following 
year this was increased to $3,000,0000, the in- 
ventory showing assets to that amount. In 


1888 another increase was made to 85 000,000; 


in 1890, th $7,500,000; in 1893, to $15,000,000; in 
1899, to $20,000,000, and in 1902, to $25,000,000. - 
There is a bond issue out of $5,000,000. 

Mr. Swift lived a simple and unostentatious 
life. Nothing better illustrates the point 
than the fact that he continued to reside 
at Forty-fifth street and Emerald avenue, 
in the kyards district, until he was 
many times a millionaire. He built him a 
fine dome at 4848 Ellis avenue in 1898, where 
he lived to the time of his death. 


Interested in His Church. 

He had no hobbies, cared little for travel, 
and was not interested in collecting books 
or works of art. What interested him most 
was his home and the progress of the church 
of which he was a lifelong member. Among 


nis employés he was as plain and matter of 


fact as when he was comparatively poor. 
Many of the men who had been under him 
for years he knew intimately and he was 
familar with the names of scores. 

Mrs. Swift and nine children survive. Che 
children are Louis F., Edward F., Helen L. 
Morris, wife of Edward Morris, son of Nelson 
Morris; Charles N., Herbert L., George N., 
Gustavus F., Mrs. Ruth M. Eversz, and 
Harold N. The oldest is 42 years of age 
and the youngest 26. 

Many works of charity were done by Mr. 
Swift, although he went about this in his 
usual quiet manner, and they were seldom 
heard from. A few years ago he gave $30,000 
for the erection of the Annie May Swift hall 
of the school or oratory of Northwestern uni- 
versity. The hall received its name in mem- 
ory of a dead daughter of Mr. Swift. At the

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SPOILS SYSTEM 
AROUSES WRATH 


Hundreds of Citizens Meet and 
Demand the. Enactment 

of a Fitting Civil 

Service Lam.

DRAFT STINGING REBUKE 


Pending Act to Govern State 
Offices Is Declared to Be 
Both Fareieal and 
Vicious. 


Chicago spoke out in no uncertain tone 
yesterday afternoon for the enactment of 
civil service legislation which shall place all 
state offices beyond the reach of political 
spoilemen. 

At a massmeeting in Powers’ theater 1,800 
representative business and professional 
men, including Mayor Harrison, Graeme 


Stewart, and a score of city and state of 


Clals, united in candemnation of the emascu- 
lated civil service bill now before the state 
senate. Resolutions were adopted urging 
the elimination of the referendum and pen- 
alties amendments and the substitution of 
the provisions of the original measure. 

The preamble of the resolutions did not 
mince terms; and the reading of the charges 
contained therein found its echo in the 
storm of answering “ ayes.” ee 


Spoils System Scored. 
This is the resolution; 
Whereas, Investigation has shown that the pub- 
lic service of Illinois, under varying administra- 


of employés,, padding of pay 
rolis, scandals in the department of the grain and 
warehouse commission, incompetence and wicked- 
ness in the penal and charitable institutions and 
in the state employment bureau, which have dis- 
played themselves in vile assignments to women 
seeking employment, brutality to the boys in re- 
formatories, 1 judged treatment of criminals, 
and even the debauching of the insane; and. 

Whereas, These results are and have been well 
known and preven, and are part and parcel of a 
heediess, vicious system of public plunder, main- 
tained for partisan purposes; and, 

Whereas, As is well known, there is but one 
remedy for these evils, and that is the substitu- 
tion of the merit system in state, county, and 
municipal administration; and, 

Whereas, When given the facts and the oppor- 
tunity to remedy these awful conditions many of 
our representatives derided the petition for civic 
honor; now, therefore, 

Pending Bill Condemned. 

Resolved, That we condemn the so-called civil 
service bill, as now passed by the house of repre- 
sentatives, which, by submitting Ns enactment to 
an impossible referendum, by retaining nearly all 
those now in office, however Incompetent, and by 
depriving any future commissien of all power to 
enforce ita rulings by penalties, is but a subter- 
fuge and a parody of the merit system, and we 
protest against its enactment as a law. Such a 
bill as this is but vicious hypocrisy, tending te 
delay the establishing of decent and responsible 
service in this state. 

We denounce the senate bill creating out of the 
elective officers of the state a public service board, 
as being hostile to the best Interests of the state 
in that it would intrench the spoils system under 
the authority of law. 

We demand the passage of a bill which would, 
in substance, effect the purposes contemplated by 
the house bill No. 1 or the Illinois Civil Service 
association's bill. 

We urge the enactment of a law placing county 
employés under the protection of the merit sys- 
tem, and to that end we urge the passage of Rep- 
resentative Norden’s bill, No. 618. 

We warn the public and the legislature against 
Senator John Powers’ bill, known as senate bill 
No. 367, to amend the city civil service law, which 
permits any employé tried by the commission and 
removed for cause to remain in the service in- 
definitely by means of successive appeals to the 
several courts of the state, as a vicious attack on 
the merit system and one which would deprive the 
commission of power to enforce its decisions. 

We pledge ourselves by all means possible, now 
and hereafter, both at the polls and elsewhere, to 
compel the legislature to recognize the truth that 
the public service belongs to the public and is not 
the spoils of party. - 


Under State League’s Auspices. 


The massmeeting was held under the 
auspices of the Illinois Civil Service associa- 
tion, and had for one of its specific objects 
the recommendation of civil service regula- 
tions for the grain and warehouse commis- 
sion, the principal state department located 
in Chicago. The members of the grain and 
warehouse commission were conspicuous for 
their absence. 

John S. Miller presided. The speakers were 
John H. Hamline, member of the state etvil 
service committee appointed by Gov. Yates;

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YALE STODENT A SUICIDE 


BOWMAN ESHER OF CHICAGO 
KILLS HIMSELF IN NEW YORK. 


Letter Found in His Room Informs His 
Chum in College That He Preferred 
Sudden Death to a Lingering One 
from Consumption—Had Excellent 
Record at College and Was Popular 
with His Clas im Ac- 
eident Three Tears Ago. 


New York, March 29.—[(Special.]—After 
writing a letter to his father and mother, 
which concluded with a joke to his chum, 
Bowman Esher, 19 years old, a brilliant 
student at Yale college, the son of a well 
known Chicago lawyer and a grandson of 
a bishop of the Wvangelical church, shot 
and killed himself at Hotel Manhattan to- 
day. Despondency because of Ill health aris- 
ing from injuries received in a fall at Yale 
three years ago is believed to explain the act 
of self-destruction, but it js also thought de- 
spondent condition may have been intensi- 
fied by the conviction that he was suffering 
from an incurable case of tuberculosis. 

Daher killed himself bet ween 10 o’ clock thie 
morning and 6 o'clock this evening. He had 
been dressed at the first mentioned hour, but 
after that he evidently undressed and put 
on pajamas, carefully affixing his fraternity 
pin over his heart. He had thrown himself 
across the bed and fired a bullet into his right 
temple. He had been at the hotel for two 
days. 

Young Eeher, it ts asserted by his friends, | 
several times confided to them that he had 
an intention of ending hie own life because 
of his ill health. Coroner Jackson tonight 
eaid he had every appearance of being a 
tubercular patient, and his friends trace his 
condition to the accident of 1900. 


Found Dead in His Room. 

He arrived at the hotel on Friday afternoon 
and registered from Chicago. He was as- 
signed to a moderate priced room, and, 80 
far as could be learned, sent no letters or tel- 
egrams while at the hotel. He was out the 
greater part of Saturday and returned early. 
When a chambermaid went to his room te 
arrange it for the night she found the door 
locked, with the key on the inside. When 
no answer came to her repeated knocking 
she informed the office. After the clerks had 
tried in vain to get an answer the door was 
opened by force amd the young man was 
found dead. 

On a table were found two letters and a 
general notice written on the back of the 
card which shows the exits to the fire es- 
capes. 
Leaves Directions on Table. 

The last was printed with a lead pencil and 
read. Please notify my parents, E. B. 
Esher, 234 Winchester avenue, Chicago. Also 
notify R. M. Fairbanks, 22 College street, 
New Haven. Better hold letter until he 
comes. BowMaN Denn.“ 


Letter to Chum Gives Cause. 

The Fairbanks letter was unsealed, and 
tonight Coroner Jackson revealed enough of 
its contents to say after addressing Fair- 
banks as Dear Old Man,“ the writer said no 
doubt he would be surprised to hear of his 
act, but that i was the best thing to do, for 
death from consumption, he had been 
told, was not far distant. “ The hardest blow 
will, of course, fall on my parents, he con- 
tinued, but I still think it will be better 
for them to have the shock at once instead 
of having to see me linger and suffer fora 
long period of time.“ He concluded, after 
declaring there was nothing but ill health 
to blame for hie act, the only thing I did 
not like in this whole business was to die in 
New Haven, so I concluded to make exit 
via New Tork.“ 

His letter to his father is sealed, and ap- 
pears to be a brief document. It will be held 
until the arrival of a member of his family. 

When the police took charge of the body 
they found $2.21 in his pockets and a dress 
suit case filled with linen and cravats. 


Fraternity Affair Worried Him. 

In his coat pocket alse was the following 
letter from S. M. Clement, president of the 
Marine National bank of Buffalo, N. T.: 

“Dear Sir: I inclose a telegram just re- 
ceived from Lowell, the contents of which 
I have just wired you. I much regret his 
decision. It may be that you can bring in- 
fluence to bear upon him tomorrow to change, 
and if in his letter, which will probably fol- 
low this telegram, I find anything that will 
be of use to you I will wire you again to- 


morrow.” 

Esher was one of the campaign committee 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon, and tried to per- 
suade his friend Lowell Frost of Bufalo 
to accept election, but Frost had accepted 
the offer of membership in the Pst Upsilon 
fraternity. Esher had appealed to President 
Clement of the Marine National bank of 
Buffalo, an uncle of young Frost, to per- 
suade the latter to change his mind, but Mr. 
Clement was unsuccessful, and this weighed 
on Esher's mind when he was ill. 


Was Well Liked at Yale. 

New Haven, Conn., March 29.—[Special.]— 
William Bowman Esher, 19 years old, threat- 
ened to commit sticide some months ago. 
His father is an attorney living at 234 Win- 
chester avenue, Chicago, III. Esher fell from 
a fifth story window in Pearson hall, Yale 
university, in the fall of 1900. He was try- 
ing to reach the window of his own room from 
the sill of one adjoining. 

The following year he reéntered Yale as a 
freshman. He was brilliant asa student and 
took high rank in his studies. He had a win- 
sime personality and was quite popular. 
He was chosen one of the editors of the Yale 
Daily News, the student journal, and was 
elected to membership in the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon. His class chose him fence orator 
last June, and his speech then was notable. 


Suffered Much from Illness. 

This year he had suffered much from in- 
flammatory rheumatism and part of the time 
had recourse to crutches. At thanksgiving 
time he went home sick and returned late 
in January sick and behind in class work. 
He became depressed in spirit last Monday 
night and asked leave of absence. He did 
some work in the News office and on Thurs- 
day went to New York. 7 

R. M. Fairbanks, one of his closest friends, 
left at once for New York. A classmate 
said tonight: “Last fall he was so de- 
pressed he said he considered the advisabil- 
ity of disappearing and admitted he thought 
of suicide. I talked it over and he said he 
would stick it out for the sake of his family. 
We know no reason for his act save his dis- 
couragements. He had no love affair and was 


a fellow of clean morals.” 
Lay It to Overstudy: 


reason assigned by E. B. Esher of 254 Win- 
chester avenue, for his son's suicide. Mr. 
Esher left Chicago for New York last night 
to bring back the body. 

He said that after his son’s fall from a win- 
dow in 1900 he was unable to return to col- 
lege for a year.

This had led to serious fits of depression. Mr.

Three Parties to Question.

It was nearly 1 o'clock this morning when 
Attorney W. T. Underwood, counsel for Mr, 
Lorimer, concluded his aH day conference 
with his client and the latter’s friends. 

“I will say,” asserted Mr. Underwood, 
that we will meet the election commission- 
ers and the other parties to the case in the 
morning and consider terms of agreement, 
We shall be glad to have the entire matter 
submitted to a higher authority.

Looks to Supreme Court.

The County Democracy refused yesterday 
to send ite marching lud out as an escort 
for Mayor Harrison at a meeting he wili hold 
in South Ohicago Saturday evening.

„ being a democratic organization, could not 
do anything eise.“ This aroused the ire of the 
city hall members, who determined to force 
the club to take a more definite position. 
The attempt was made at the meeting yes- 
terday and succeeded, although not after the 
fashion the Harrison democrats expected. 


journing the meeting before the resolution 
instructing the marchers to act as an es- 
cort to the mayor could be offered. Then 
the Harrison supporters announced there 
would be a parade of club members any- 
how, and opponents of the mayor repliea 
that it must be an affair for which the club 
would not be responsible. It would not 
carry the club flags, march to the beats ot 
the big base drum owned by the society, 
nor would it be led by the accredited officers 
of the club. If any of the members wanted 
to march in the parade they were at lib- 
erty to, but they could not do so under 
the auspices of the County Democracy.

Former Marshal 
Farrell and other Harrison adherents pro- 
tested, claiming it was a regular meeting 
of the club and the regular meeting must 
be proceeded with; President Powers ruled 
against this contention, quoting the constitu- 
tion to show the regular meeting days were 
the first and third Sundays of each month, 
and then Capt. Farrell started to make a 
speech, explaining it was the intention to 
offer a resolution that the marching club 
take part in the campaign.

Contest Over Rare Irish Relics. 
Although no precise date‘has been fixed, the 
remarkable case of the Irish gold ornaments 
will soon come on for a hearing in the law 
courts.

They were 
plowed up in some land in northwest Ireland 
tm 1806 by a farm laborer, and, after passing 
through several hands, were sold to the Brit- 
ish museum for $3,000. Ali efforts to reclaim 
them for Ireland proved unavailing, the 
authorities at Bloomsbury being precluded 
by statute from parting with any object once 
acquired by the government.

POPE TO HOLD CONSISTORY. 


No Likelihood of Any Cardinals Being 
Created, but Number of Bishops 
Are to Be Appointed.

ROME, March 20.—The pope has expressed 
his intention of holding a consistory at the 
end of April or the beginning of May, a con- 
sistory being especially necessary for the 
appointment of bishops. Nothing has yet 
been decided as to the nomination of new 
cardinals, and there may be none.

“ Nevertheless there are plenty of at- 
tempts at Corot’s early works that are thor- 
ough and highly finished, and as precise as 
the early works of all artists should be. His 
later works, always graceful, fluent, and full 
of light, nevertheless can easily be imitated : 
in a flippant way. The copies, of course, 
haven't the touch of silvery light. The for- 
geries of this master are extremely numerous, 
Constable, especially in his later works, used 
the palette knife freely and glazed over his 
broken color. This sort of thing is easily 
mimicked by a clever rogue. These things 
are sometimes clever, sometimes clumsy, but 
in all cases the fraud can be detected by the 
nature lover. Their obvious want of knowl- 
edge of tree growth and plant life gives them 
a coarse, ignorant look, in contrast with Con- 
stable’s masterly way of making clouds 
move, trees grow, and plants live.

Adopted in Pittsburg 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 29.—Delegates of the 
western branch of the German-American alli- 
ance of Pennsylvania today passed the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was called forth 
by remarks attributed to Admiral Dewey cor. 
cerning the German navy: 

Resolved, That the recent disparaging and 
uncalled forremarks of Admiral Dewey about 
the German navy, were, if the press has 
quoted him correctly, unworthy of a naval 
officer of his rank. Coupled, as his undiplo- 
matic statement was, with a eulogy of Great 
Britain's friendship for America, it would 
seem that the admiral’s discourtesy to Ger- 
many was prompted rather by social preju- 
dices than by true patriotism. 

A composite people like our own is bound 
by congenial and cultured ties to Germany 
no less than to England. To needlessly offend 
a people to whom we are closely related and 
to whom we owe so much must arouse the 
disapproval of every fair minded American. 
„As true Americans we should endeavor to 
understand and appreciate the various fac- 
tors that have contributed to our civilization. 
It is a menace to our land to have our nation- 
al issues depend upon men whose visions are 
clouded by racial prejudices. In military 
and naval affairs the judgment of such a man 
cannot be relied upon, because he is ipso 
facto unable to ascertain our own weakness 
and the real strength of a foreign nation.”’

ANTI-CRUELTY CAMPAIGN. 


Brighter Days for the Broken Down 
Equines Since Miss Rath Ewing, 
Mrs. I. n. Root, and Mrs. Robert L. 
Gifford Took Up the Work of Prose- 
euting Drivers Whe Have No Re- 
gard tor Their Animals—Kindness 
an Effective Weapon.

The champions of the broken down equines 
are Miss Ruth Ewing, Mrs. L. B. Root, and 
Mrs. Robert L. Gifford, who at present are 
waging a campaign on the south side. To 
them it is an everyday experience to halt the 
driver of a lame horse, call a policeman to 
arrest him, and appear in a police court on 
the following day to prosecute the case. 


In nine cases out of ten their unsupported 


evidence) is. enough to convict an offender. 
The teamsters know this, and they also 
knew that if they insist on driving unfit 
horses sooner or later they will encounter one 
of these thampions with results. 

The women are agents of the Anti-Cruelty 
society, which was organized three years 
ago to supplement the work of the Illinois 
Humane society. By order of Chief O'Neill 


the agents of the society are privileged to 


wear a small silver star, which gives them 
authority to enlist the services of any police- 
man at any time. Arrests which are made 
at their instance are prosecuted through the 
Illinois Humane society, and the women ap- 
pear as complaining witnesses. 


Kindness the Best Weapon. 

Mrs. Root, who lives at 8725 Ellis avenue, 
enjoys the distinction of being longest in 
humanitarian work in Chicago. She made 
her first arrest over twenty years ago and 
secured the conviction of a brutal father. 

Kindness,”” she said yesterday, “is the 
most powerful weapon we have at our com- 
mand in this work. The teamster who is ap- 
proached with the wrong spirit becomes stub- 
born at once and refuses to do anything to 
relieve the sufferings of his horse, It is true 
that I have to cause the arrest of a great 


‘many men, but more often I am able to show 


them that the animal they are driving is not 
fit for work, and get their promise to stop 
driving it.

to animals the good that would result would 
be inestimable,”’ she said yesterday. Many 


people who are in sympathy with the cause 


refrain from causing the arrest of inhuman 
drivers because they dislike the publicity 
which they fear it may give them.

“When a case of cruelty comes to their 
notice it is only necessary to report it to 
the nearest policeman. He will secure the 
necessary evidence and make formal com- 
plaint against the offender. The person who 
calls attention to the abuse may be called 
upon to testify in court, but that is only a 
duty which is owing to the cause of humanity. 
No one should shirk such a duty.“ 


* Doing a Great Work. 

Mrs. Gifford, who lives at 277 East Forty- 
sixth street, said: 

“The Anti-Cruelty society is doing a great 
work, but in a way itis handicapped by the 
fact that it cannot bring proceedings in its 
own name. At present offenders of the hu- 
mane laws are prosecuted through the IIII- 
nols Humane society, I give as much of my 
time as possible to the work, and find much 
satisfaction in it.“ 

Through the efforts of the south side branch 
of the society the sympathies of many of the 
liverymen have been aroused, and they have 
promised thelr support to the movement. 
President Young of the Teamsters’ union also 
has promised to cotperate with the society.

SHO? 0 WOMAN 


MURDER ADDED TO MANY CRIMES 
CHARGED TO MOLLY MOTT, 


Without Apparent Cause She Kills 
Frederick Hart and Refuses to Ex- 
plain te the Police—It Ie Believed 
She Suspected Her Victim of Fur- 
nishing Evidence Against Attorney 
Richard A. Wade—Prisoner Said to 

Be Notorious “Fence” and Crook. 


Murder was added to the long list of crimes 
charged to Mrs, Molly Mott when she last 
night shot and killed Frederick Hart, ap- 
parently without any cause. 

She was arrested shortly afterward, and 
maintained a stubborn silence as to the 
cause of the act. The police believe the 
murder was prompted by enmity growing out 


‘of the criminal cases in which Attorney 


Richard A. Wade has been attorney for de- 
fendants, Hart had been suspected by 
members of the gang with aiding the prose- 
cution. 

The murder was committed in John IL. 
Groark’s saloon, at Thirty-third street and 
Wentworth avenue, at 10 o’clock. Hart, who 
is said to have had a criminal record, but 
who was only 21 years old, was drinking at 
the bar when Mrs. Mott and a companion, 
known to the police as Frank Stanek, en- 
tered the place. 


Fires Twice at Hart. 


Stanek entered into conversation with Hart, 
which enraged the woman, and she called to 
him repeatedly, ordering him not to talk with 
Hart. Finally Hart made a reply to her to 
the effect that she had best attend to her 
own affairs. In a moment the woman 
whipped out a revolver and fired two shots 
at Hart, one of which took effect in his 
abdomen. He fell to the floor. 

Stanek ran out and escaped, and another 
man and woman whom the police do not 
know, but who they believe are friends 
of Mrs. Mott, disappeared and could not 
be found. Mrs. Mott also left the saloon. 
She lives in Thirty-third street, near Prince- 
ton avenue, | 

Hart, who had been employed as a team- 
eter by a coal firm at 3206 State street, was 
taken to Provident hospital. There he re- 
covered consciousness for a moment. 
Molly Mott shot me,” he said. Then he 
sank rapidly and died in a few minutes. 

The shooting attracted the attention of the 
police, and Detectives Parker and O’ Malley 
followed Mrs. Mott east in Thirty-third 
street. She submitted to arrest without pro- 
test and produced the revolver with which 
the murder had been committed. 


Hinted That Hart Was a “Squealer.”’ 


From a remark which the woman was over- 
heard to make to Stanek while commanding 
him not to talk with Hart the police are 
convinced she looked on Hart as a squeal- 


er who was giving the police information | 


concerning the movements of criminals. | 

When taken to the Thirty-fifth street po- 
lice station the woman gave the name of 
Mary P. Fogarty, stating that her husband, 
who was well known to the police, had been 
dead two years. She gave her age as 38, but 
the police believe her to be older. They say 
she has been an associate of criminals in this 
city for twenty years. 

She was with Dyer Scanlan when the police 
had a pitched baitle with him in a house at 
Butterfield and Twenty-second streets in 
1888. Scanlan barricaded himself in a room 
and stood off the fire of a dozen policemen, 
using a rifle which the woman reloaded for 
him. After receiving three bullets he sur- 
rendered, and was sent to prison for an at- 
tempt to murder Patrolman Nolan of the 
Twenty-second street station. 


Shot During Saloon Quarrel. 
Heated words over the payment for a round 
of drinks at the saloon of Charles Hatcher, 
8602 Armour avenue, yesterday afternoon, 
led to a shooting affray, in which Arthur 
Smith of 3626 Armour avenue, suffered prob- 
ably fatal injury. His alleged assailant, 
Daniel Lewis, escaped. Smith was taken to 
Provident hospital, where it was found he 
had been wounded in the abdomen. 3 

Both Smith and Lewis are colored. The 
wounded man is a railway porter and is mar- 
ried. Lewis is known to the police, and his 
arrest is expected.

LINCOLN TRACT 18 ‘UNDERGOING 
4 CONSTANT CHANGE. 


Soll im the North ‘Side Playground Is 
So Shallow That Many of the 

a. Growths Die Away, and in the Fat- 
ure More Attention Will Be Given 
to Shrubs, Which Thrive in Spite of 


‘the Adverse Conditions—Supt. War- 


er the Siteation. 


Lincoln park’s arboreal growth is undergo- 
ing a constant change. black oaks which 
predominated in the native forest are dying | 


and disap ny of them, in their 
last stages, were cut down during the last 


winter. 

Spring time visitors to the park will note 
that familiar elm, maple, and ash trees also 
have gone with the season. Those have 
been removed which were dead or dying, or 
were deformed or whose position, crowded 
too closély, was unfavorable to growth. 

Most of the trees wiiich have been plant- 
ed in the park, Supt. Reuben H. Warder says, 
are of short Hfe. Few except the wiliows on 
the margins of the lagoons ever grow vig- 
orously or attain to any considerable size. 
Mr. Warder finds the cause for the backward 
condition in the insufficient nourishment and 
moisture afforded by the sandy and meager 
soil. The trees, he says, have been starved 
all their lives. 

Shrubs, however, have been found to thrive 
well and more attention is to be given to them 
in the future. Moreover, new trees of many 
varieties are being set by the superintendent, 
who promises the beauty of the park will not 
be lessened. 

Park Difficulties Explained. 


„The soll in the park is pecullar,“ Mr. 
Warder said yesterday. “It is an old lake 
bed, and, as such, is pure sand, e t for a 
thin coating of turf. It is true a ridge ran 
along where Clark street now is, but fn com- 
paratively recent years that, too, was under 
the waters of Lake Michigan The north and 
south portions of the tract were still sub- 
merged at a time within the memory of many 
residents of Chicago. 

„This sand soil contains none of the de- 
cayed vegetable matter with which the soll 
fis enriched where forests have grown and 
died for ages. It is difficult now to supply 
the lacking elements. In a century the land 
will be much better, and the trees will be un- 
like these small, underfed specimens we now 
take so much pains to keep alive. 

„Over the sand has been spread, by grad- 
ual accumulation, a soil averaging two inches 
in thickness. In some places it is not more 
than half an inch deep. A golf player digs 
to the underlying sand with a false stroke 
of his stick. A dog will scratch off the soil. 

This sand is extremely porous. A heavy 
rainfaH is quickly absorbed in it, and the 
surface is again dry. While there is an ad- 
vantage in this for patrons of the park, who 
are not long kept off the sod, it shows a con- 
— fatal for the propagation of most 

ees. 

It has been the rule in planting a tree to 
dig a hole about the roots and fill it with 
earth, but the good of this plan is small. 
The roots of a tree extend through the 
ground in a circle whose diameter is meas- 
ured by the height of the tree. Hence the 
limited area provided with the deposit at the 
time of planting is insufficient. To enrich 
the soil by other means is almost impossible. 
All soluble fertilizers, which are of the most 
value, are soon filtered away through the 
sand to the water beneath and lost. 

“The change in the underground water 
drains is responsible for the death of the old 
black oaks. There were hollows and swales 
on this land before it was turned to park 
purposes which held back the moisture and 
provided the trees with what they needed. 
These natural miniature reservoirs have 
been destroyed in the grading and leveling of 
the tract. 

“Another persistent foe to arboriculture is 
the insect depredations. The birds have 
been driven away and nature’s check balance 
has been destroyed. A year ago we gathered, 
by hand, millions of eggs of the tussock 
moth and prevented any destruction by the 
pests, but we cannot always be so fortunate. 
Borers are numerous and destructive, as is 
attested by scores of warty trees on every 
hand. Some trees are nearly immune to 
these insect attacks and others are peculiarly 
susceptible to them. The soft maple is 
noticeable in the latter class. 


Climate a Drawback. 

Our rigorous climate constitutes another 
drawback to luxuriant vegetable life. The 
bitter northeast lake wind cannot be en- 
dured by many varieties. I have noticea 
that trees that thrive a few miles inlana 
languish and die on the beach park. 

The ent remedy for the unsatis- 
factory condition in the park must come 
from an addition of at least a foot of good 
earth to the entire area. This is the treat- 
ment under way, I understand, in Jackson 
park. It has been followed with excellent 
results In Graceland cemetery, which is to- 
day the finest example of made and plantea 
ground in the country. 

“ All our efforts to maintain and improve 
Lincoln park are certainly worth more than 
they cost. The park is the greatest pleas- 
ure ground in America. No other place or 
the sort is visited by so many people.“

| UNITY CONGREGATION GIVES UP 


ITS PLACE OF WORSHIP. 


Structure in Which Robert Collyer 
Preached Is to Pass to the Owner- 
ship of the Mystic Shrine, Which Or- 
ganization Will Use It as a Lodge 
Hall—Membership Weakened by 
Death and Removal, and Then Fi- 
nancial Difficulties Come. 


Unity church, where the eloquence of Robert 
Collyer first attracted attention, is to be 


‘abandoned as a home for religious service. 


After various financial vicissitudes attend- 
ing the dwindling co tion the Uni- 
tarian place of worship has been sold, and 
after June 1 will be used as a lodge hall, the 
Medinah Temple Mystic Shrine having closed 
a deal with the trustees by which the 
structure will be acquired for $65,000. 

One result of the sale is the resignation of 
the pastor, the Rev. Albert Lazenby, which 
was announced yesterday morning, There 
were tears for the loss of the spiritual home 
and for the going of the minister among the 
members of the littl flock of Chicago 
pioneers who occupied the pews, as they have 
every Sunday morning since the great fire. 
The resignation will take effect when the 
church is actually relinquished in June. 


Future Is in Doubt. 

The plans of the corigregation and of Dr. 
Lazenby are as yet unformulated. The con- 
gregation had been depleted in numbers by 
death and the removal of old families to 
other parts of the city, and at one time it 
came near disbanding. Four years ago the 
society took a new lease of life when Dr. 
Lazenby was called from Glasgow, Scotland, 
to take the charge. 

The purchasers of the church are planning 
to expend about $35,000 in alterations and re- 
pairs on the property. The auditorium, 
which has a seating capacity of 800 persons, 
will be enlarged and provided with a spa- 
cious stage. The pews will be removed and 
replaced by chairs, and the organ will be 
transferred to the opposite end of the hall. 
The Sunday school room in the basement will 
be transformed into a banqueting hall. 

The committee in charge of the work is 
composed of Dr. J. B. McFatrich, Samuel H. 
Smith, Harris W. Huebl, ‘William M. King, 
and Albert J. Ebdy. 

“Built After Great Fire. 

The church building, which is at Dearborn 
avenue and Walton place, is the second one 
built by the Unity church society. The 
first, built in 1867, was destroyed by the fire 
of 1871. Robert Collyer was the pastor - at 
that time, and the Sunday morning follow- 
ing the fire he preached to his congregation 
from the fallen capital of a column among 
the ruins of the church. 

The present structure was finished in 
1875 at a cost of $90,000. During the follow- 
ing six years Mr. Collyer laid the foundations 
of his fame and made Unity church known 
throughout the country. 

In 1879 Mr. Collyer resigned and accepted 
a call to the Church of the Messiah in New 
York. The church never fully recovered from 
his leaving. The society diminished steadily in 
numbers, and only last year the debt on the 
church forced the trustees to advise closing 
it and placing the building on the market. 

The generosity of one of the congregation, 


however, permitted the continuation of serv- 


ices through the winter.

EDUCATOR SAYS THE NEGRO 
WILL SOLVE RACE PROBLEM. 


Prof. J. J. ‘Smallwood Declares That the 
Colored People Will End Strife by 


Bettering Coméition by Learning. 


“ The aal of the negro problem lies 
with the negro himself. It can be brought 
about by his acquiring land, saving money, 
and educating his sons. There is nothing in 
the cry about social equality. The negro 
does not want it and does not expect it.“ 

This statement of the condition and future 
of the negro was made last night by J. J. 
Smallwood, president of the Temperance, In- 
dustrial, and Collegiate institute, a negro 
institution at Claremont, Va. He was speak- 
ing at the Bethel church, Thirtieth and Dear- 
born streets. A colored congregation ap- 
plauded when he expressed his views. 

“At the close of the civil war,“ Prof. 
Smallwood said, the negro had nothing. 
Since then he has accumulated $300,000,000 
worth of property. He has bullt up ninety- 
six institutions of learning and the race has 
furnished 27,000 school teachers. He has 
turned his attention to buying land, and this 
will eventually result in the solution of the 
race problem. 

Negroes Are Land Owners. 


„In a half dozen counties in Virginia 
negroes own a third of the land. They have 
become scientific farmers, and in conse - 
quence ot this fact there is no friction there 
with the whites. They are intelligent church- 
men, giving great adherence to morality, and 
have many capable professional men. They 
put money ip the bank. 

The cry about social equality amounts to 
nothing. That is not and will 
eventually solve itself. In thés matter there 
is not much difference between the north and 
the south. The best white people in the 
south are the friends of the negro. Men of 
the Tillman type are not representative of 
the best element of the south. 

Negro Must Solve Race Problem. 

“The hegro problem will be solved only 
by the négro himself. He must build schools 
and educate his children along all lines. 
Then he will have the liberty which he wants. 
He must let politics alone. The white man 
has the advantage of education and 260 years 
of experience in this. When the negro be- 
comes equal to the white in general intelll- 
gence and thriftiness he will have equality. 
I have no objection toa law requiring negroes 
to ride in a separate coach on the railways. 
What I do want is a division of the coach, so, 
that we would not have to mingle with the 
element in our race that is shunned by the 
educated | whites in theirs.”

Dr. Henry Irving Rasmus Says Fash- 
fen Plate Portrayal of Feminine 
Loveliness Is Far Below the Stand- 
ard Set at the Creation — Modern 
Methods to Improve on Nature's 
Work Held to Be at Faualt—-Wasplike 
Waists and Mannish Gait Censured. 


Golf links, the gymnasium, and outdoor 
exercise are calculated to make womanhood 
the divine outwrought ideal of perfect beau- 
ty, said the Rev. Henry Irving Rasmus yes- 


terday at the South Park Avenue Methodist 


church, 

“The first woman is presented to us as 
God's ideal of a perfect womanhood,” con- 
tinued the preacher. ‘‘ We stand wonder- 
struck before Titian’s ‘ Venus’ and Power's 
Greek Slave,’ but how supremely beautiful 
must have been God's ideal of what woman 
should be. 

It were well for us to take a moment's 
time and consider whether the methods of 
human and especially modern society have 
made any improvements on that divine idea. 
I should certainly hesitate in saying that the 
fashion plates of yesterday and today would 
indicate any advantage. 


Fall from the Divine Idea. 


“If the woman cut in two in the middle 
like a wasp, or striding down the street with 
the gait of a man, is the true conception, 
then the Almighty in his view ts out of date. 
The desire for beauty of physical form is God 
given, but the blunder is in human methods 
to attain it. 

“Tdeally first, positionally first, this 

mother of all living’ stands influentially 
first. The power of her influence is still felt 
immeasurably by the race. God intended 
that woman should exert a powerful influ- 
ence on human affairs. She should be first 
in her influence of pity and sympathy. 

“The world has climbed to goodness and 
security on the shoulders of woman's tender- 
ness. What would some of you have been if 
some tender hearted woman had not had 
pity on you and married you? You Better 
‘am | basten to thank heaven for a woman's sym- 
pathy, 

Wields Tremendous Power. 

“She should be first in the influence of 
her purity. This instinct of man which 
clothes woman with reverence and makes 
her the ideal of virtue confers on her an 
awful power. According as the ideal is high 
so the shock of disappointment is great when 
the ideal is shattered. 

Therefore let womanhood be first to meet 
the sins and evils of human society, and it 
will not be far In the future when the beauty 
and happiness of Eden shall once again be 
humanity's héritage.”’

Church Is Solving Life’s Problems in 
Every Trouble, Says the Rev. 
F. W. Millar.

Much of this gambling involves no great 
sums and is done chiefly for the passing ex- 
citement. But the #pirit of the man who 
gambies for a bit of fun runs easily into a 
fierce desire to get something for nothing and 
proves in the long run a fine school for breed- 
ing gamblers and the gambling spirit. 

Tour pink tea game with a vase or a book 
for a prize may not be of itself anything bad; 
but the small boy wonders why if mother can 
play cinch for a book or a vase, it is not 
proper for him to play fora dollar. If moth- 
ers do not want their boys to become gam- 
blers, they will do well not to set the example. 
Your social card playing for prizes is a train- 
ing school for gambling.“ 


RAISES VOICE FOR THE NEGRO. 


W. M. Salter Thinks the Nation Is in 
Danger of Turning Backward on 
the Race Question.

Wuünam M. Salter, before Society for Eth- 
ical Culture in Steinway hall yesterday 
morning, said the nation was in danger of 
going backward in its treatment of the negro. 

The question is not of negro domination,” 
he 4. It is not social equality, nor is it 
universal negro suffrage. The real issue is 
whether the door of hope shall be shut on 
the black man—shut because he is black. 
The real question is whether a caste society 
shall be reéstablished in the country, and all 
who do not wish to see the gains of the civil 
war crumble away should take this stand. 
The president has taken his stand; let us 
applaud him and uphold him. 

“ The sentiment about color is really one 
of the irrationalities of the twentieth century 
—one chiefly American. It is a survival of 
slavery. It is practically unknown in 
Europe. Even England, full of the class 
spirit as it is, does not descend to the Ameri- 
can level. The negro, considering his natu- 
ral handicap ai the artificial handicap put 
on him by slavery, has made progress that is 
remarkable. All he wants is opportunity, 
and he is to be judged by how he uses it.“ 


PLEADS TO PRESERVE SUNDAY. 


Dr. George F. Hall Calls on Everybody 
to Attend Some Church and to 
Rest from Labor.

Discussing the question whether it fs right 
to work on Sunday, Dr. George F. Hall, 
preaching in Bush Temple of Music yester- 
day, said:

CHURCH AIDED BY CZAR 
OPENED BY THE BISHOP. 


First Russian Orthodox Edifice Is Con- 
secrated, Dignitaries of the Sect Be- 
ing Present During Scene of Splendor. 


With the mellow light of many hundred 
candles reflected from the rich gilt of the 
sanctuary, with the waving of censers and 
solemn chanting of choir and congregation, 
while priests in white tunics offered prayer, 
the Russian orthodox church, toward which 
Czar Nicholas contributed, was consecrated 
yesterday morning. 

Bishop Tikhon of San Francisco officiated, 
assisted by the parish priest—the Rev. John 
Kochuroff—and the following clergymen of 
the Greek church: The Revs. John Nedzel- 
nitzky of Pittsburg, Alexander Hotovitzky 
and Elias Zotikoff of New York, Venedict 
Turkivitch of Bridgeport, N. Y.; and Deacon 
Michael Potochny of Streator. 

Features were blessing the church with 
water, prayer by the bishop in front of the 
sanctuary, clothing of the bishop in episcopal 
vestments at the dais near the entrance to 
the church, censing and anojnting the inner 
walls of the altar and church. 

After the benediction long life was pro- 
claimed to the imperial house of Russia, to 
the president of the United States, the most 
holy synod, the Rt. Rev. Mr. Tikhon, the 
founders and parishioners of the temple, and 
all the people. 

The bishop delivered an address in Rus- 
sian, and the Rev. Mr. Kochuroff spoke in 
English. 

The church, erected within the last year at 
a cost of $45,000, is an example of the Rus- 
sian-Byzantine architecture, built of stone 
and concrete. Its interior is not finished. 
It is the only Russian orthodox church in the 
city, and has a congregation of 500.

Revenue of the Schools. 

The total revenue of the schools was $8,395,- 
791, as against $8,973,848 in 1901, a decrease of 
$578, 057. The expenses were $8,680,259, 4 de- 
crease of $1,077,974. The excess of expense 
over revenue was $284,468, a decrease of 
$409,916. The net deficit for 1902 was $90,214, 
and for 1901 $712,008, a decrease of $621,584. 
The surplus (excess of current and contin- 
gent assets over current lialjlities) at the 
end of 1902 was $10,177,002, as against $10,- 
267,216 in 1901, a decrease of $90,214. 

For the public library a surplus of $506 at 
the end of 1901 was increased to one of $52,325 
at the end of 1902. 


STABLEMANIS ARRESTED _ , 
UNDER THE HEALTHLAWS. 


Bert Jennings Alleged to Have Left 
Carcasses of Horses in Chestnut Street 
Despite Protests of Residents. 


Alleged to have menaced the health of 
hundreds by leaving carcasses of horses in 
Chestnut street Bert Jennings, a horse 
dealer, will appear at the Chicago avenue 
police station today on a charge of disorderly 
conduct preferred by Attorney Daniel Man- 
chester upon solicitation of residents living 
between Clark street and La Salle avenue. 

The street should be called Horse Chest- 
mut street, said W. Pattison of 268 Chest- 
nut street yesterday, for nearly every day 
in the year it is ornamented with a horse 
from the hospital for diseased horses in the 
alley beside this house. Three horses died 
there one day this week and were put Into 
the street one at a time, the management 
fearing they would confess maintaining & 
nuisance putting all the carcasses into. the 
street the same day. 

The neighborhood has done everything 
in its power to end the trouble. Warrants 
have been refused when plain violations of 
the law have occurred in view of the Chicago 
avenue police station. Any relief under the 
present city administration is not hoped for. 

According to the manager of the Jennings 
tables there is nothing more objectionable 
about the place than about any other of sim- 
Har character. 

“ Horses die here, of course,” he said. 
* We notify the police and it is their duty to 
notify the proper person to take the car- 
casses away. A man pays the city $25,000a 
year for that privilege. Sometimes the dead 
horses remain in the street for several hours 
before they are cartedaway. We can't leave 
them in the barn. Wekeep forty-five horses 
here most of the time.” 
That's a ‘ morgue,’ 
of the Chicago avenue police station, desig- 
nating the stable, “ at least that is what the 
people call it, and I think their complaints 
are well justified.” 


MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
PREPARING FOR “ROUNDUP.” 


Practically Last Meeting of the Present 
Body and Many Pending Measures 
Are to Be Called Up. 


The annual “ roundup” takes place in the 
meeting of the city council this evening. Itis 
practically the last gathering of the present 
council, as while there is a meeting scheduled 
for next Monday evening, it is doubtful if it 
will be held, or, being held, will have a 
quorum. On election eve the average alder- 
man finds more pressing duties to attend to 
in his ward than in the city council. 

No important measures are set for the 
evening and the only thing in the shape of a 
prearranged program is a report of the com- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric lights, which 
Chairman Herrmann desires to bring up. it 
deals with an assorted lot of permits and 
franchises for private electric lighting com- 
panies which were necessarily passed over 
at the last meeting on account of the time 
spent in discussing the smoke ordinance. 
What is meant by the “ roundup " is that at 
the last meeting of every council it is the 
practice for every alderman to call up the 
ordinance or ordinances in which he may be 
particularly interested and attempt to have 
them passed before the new council comes in, 
when, under the rules, all ordinances must go 
back to committee. 

These ordinances—mostly trivial ones, al- 
though the old General Electric street car 
franchises were passed under these condi- 
tions—are those which have been reported 
favorably by e then allowed to lie 
dormant.

REDUCING THE REVENUES. 

During the debate on the Aldrich bill the 
senator from Rhode Island said to Senator 
Teller: ‘“‘ Will the senator agree at the 
next session to cojperate with the majority 
to reduce the revenues of the government? 
1 hope he will. We certainly shall make the 
effort.” In reply to a suggestion from Sen- 
ator Teller that possibly the majority con- 
templated a revision of the tariff, Senator 
Aldrich replied: “I was talking about the 
question of the revenues of the government 
and not as to how they should be reduced.“ 

The lowering of tariff duties is not the 


is that always an effective way. If the 
duties on silks, linens, and some other arti- 
cles were reduced there would be such a 
rise in the volume of imperts that the cus- 
tome collections would be larger than they 
are now. When internal revenue taxes on 
beer and tobacco are lowered one may look 
confidently for a loss of revenue. It is not 
certain that there would be an appreciable 
loss if the tax on alcohol were reduced. 
There would be less illicit distilling and a 
more extensive use in manufacturing of al- 
cohol made from grain. There are many 
industries which are seriously handicapped 
by the extremely high tax on alcohol. > 

Probably when Senator Aldrich spoke of 
reducing the revenues he had internal rev- 
enue taxes in mind. The tariff as it is suits 
him. Reciprocity treaties which modify it 
slightly do not meet with his approval. Yet 
It is possible so to amend some items in the 
tariff schedules as to reduce the revenues 
and promote the interests of the country. 

The notable feature of the custom house 
reports is the increase in the importations 
of manufacturers’ materials. -The value of 
such materials imported in February last 
was $42,600,000, an increase of $10,000,000, 
or about 23 per cent, as compared with 
February. 1902. There was an increase 
of $49,000,000 during the eight months end- 
ing with February, 1903. The gain bears 
Witness to the increasing activity of the 
American manufacturers. 

There is a duty on hides which benefits 
the packing house men, but not the cattle 
raisers. The United States is so far from 
supplying the home demand that 185,000,- 
000 pounds of hides and skins were imported 
during the seven months ending January 
last, being an increase of 50,000,000 pounds 
over the same months in the preceding year. 
The repeal of the duty on hides would re- 
duce the revenues of the government a little 
and would benefit greatly the leather and 
boot and shoe industry. The men engaged 
in them would be in a position to do more 
businees in foreign markets and to charge 
lower prices at home. | 

The ability of some American manufac- : 


turers to compete successfully with foreign 
rivals is impaired by needless duties on raw 


materials. The removal of such duties will 


add to the volume of American trade and 
advance the prosperity of the country, and 
will aid in bringing about the reduction of 
the revenues Senator Aldrich says is con- 
templated by his republican colleagues. 


SPEAK T0 THE QUESTION. 
Mayor Harrison has made many speeches 
during the campaign. They have been a 


‘disappointment to the working men and 


business men who listened to them because 
subjects in which they are specially inter- 
ested were not upon. They had 
thought the mayor would give an account 
of his stewardship, such as the head of a 
corporation is in the habit of giving to 
stockholders at the annual meeting.- They 
had expected to get information about the 
city’s revenues and the way in which they 


have been expended, about the manner iu 


which employés have performed their 
duties, and the condition of the city’s 
finances and properties. They had assumed 
that the mayor would dwell on the disgrace-

would assure them that he would leave 


nothing undone to secure an immediate im- 


provement of the service on terms satisfac- 


tory to the people. 


The men who have attended the mayor’s. 
meetings have been surprised to find such 
topics neglected. They have heard disser- 
tations on dead and gone issues like the Al- 
len law. They have been told several times 
a day that Mr. Graeme Stewart sells dried 
beans and apples. They have been assured 


| that Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has designs on 


the people which he will carry out if Mr. 
Harrison is not reélected. They have been 
assured by the mayor that his is the best 
possible administration and that they 
should take his word for it and vote for him. 

A week of the campaign remains. Dur- 
ing it Mayor Harrison should make new 
speeches, dealing with the subjects he has 
thus far declined to discuss. The condition 
of the streets and alleys, the enforcement— 
or nonenforcement—of the building and 


other ordinances, the assessing of city em- 


ployés for political purposes, the growth 
of the Aoating debt—these are matters 
which citizens would be pleased to have the 
mayor talk about. It is Alleged that in 
many ‘respects the mayor administration 


‘is unbusinesslike. A change of that kind 


cannot be successfully met by the asser- 
tion that business men are not competent 
to manage municipal affairs. 

It is time for the mayor to come down to 
business so far as speech making is con- 
cerned and talk about living instead of 
dead questions, Mr. Stewart holds his au- 
diences because, like a business man, he 
sticks to the question. 


ARCTIC EXPLORATION IN 1903. 
The spring of 1908 bids fair to be a live- 
ly one in the arctic region. Undaunted by 


defeat after defeat, the explorers are still 


busily*planning “ dashes to the pole. One 


of the results of Baron Toll’s expedition, 


which has spent the winter in that region, 
has been to get back to the mouth of the 
Lena river in Siberia and take back fuel 
and supplies. The baron is not discouraged, 
and still hopes to reach the goal of so many 
years’ endeavor. Some time in the middle 
of April the Norwegian Capt. Amundson, 
an old explorer, will sail from Christiania 
for Greenland and thence into the~arctic 


archipelago for the purpose of redetermin- 


ing the position of the north magnetic pole, 


subsequently making “a dash” for the 
north pole. In May Dr. Charcot’s French 
expedition will sail for Spitzbergen and 


Franz Josef Land to make scientific re- 
searches, to be followed by the inevitable 
“dash,” if conditions are favorable. A 


Danish expedition about the same time | 


will be off for northern Greenland to study 
mineral resources. The Danes also are 
likely to start off any time in quest of the 


pole. | 
The expedition in which Americans will 
take the most interest is the new one just 
organized by Mr. Ziegler, to be headed by 
Anthony Flala, an experienced explorer, 
assisted by Capt. Coffin, a Yankee skipper 
from Vineyard Haven, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the arctic regions. The lat- 
ter has selected a crew of experienced arc- 
tie sailors, and with plenty of money to 
back them it may be anticipated that the 
Ziegler-Flala expedition will make a good 
showing, even if the “dash” fails as it 
did last year when Baldwin was in com- 
mand. Mr. Baldwin is still of opinon that 
if hé had money enough he could reach 
the pole without any difficulty. If the 


finding of the pole is only a matter of money | 


some of the men who are anxious to get rid 
of their money lest they be thought “ near,” 
or lest they may die disgraced, ought to 
make a liberal donation. If they can link 
their names with the north pole by a rea- 
sonable expenditure of money they ought 
not to hesitate. It is an easy way to get 
glory. If Mr. Carnegie, or Mr. Rockefeller, 
or Mr. Morgan can hoist his colors on the 
pole it will make him famous, and there is 
no danger that they will be pulled down. 


NATIONAL DRINK BILLS. 

The London Times recently printed its 
annual article upon the amount of money 
spent in the united kingdom for drink with 
a comparison, of the amounts spent in 
previous years. It estimates the consump- 
tion of British spirits at 85,339,523 gallons, 
other spirits 8,778,200 gallons, beer 35,243,- 
472 barrels, wine 15,348,242 gallons, and 
British wines, cider, etc., 15,000,000 gal- 
lons. The total cost is figured for 1902 at 
$292,279,915 for spirits, $528,652,080 for 
beer, $69,067,090 for wine, and $7,500,000 
for British wine and cider, making a total 
of $897,499,085. In the middle of 1902 the 
population of the united kingdom was stated 
to be 41,952,510, which would make the 
average drink expenditure for that year 
$20.82 per head. | 

The author of the article, the Rev. Daw- 
son Burns, makes an estimate of the drink 
bill in the three sections of the united king- 
dom, England, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
finds that the cost per capita to England, 
with 32,995,614 population, is $21.04; in 
Scotland, with a population of 4,531,299, 
$17.55; in Ireland, with a population of 
4,425,597, $15.68. On the per capita basis 
Scotland consumes almost as much spirits 
as England and Ireland combined, while 
England consumes more beer than Scotland 
and Ireland combined. The American Grocer 
prints the details of our own drink bill. A 


comparigon will beinteresting. The Ameri- 


ean drink bill in 1902, including coffee, tea, 
and cocoa, classed as light stimulants, 
reached high water mark, the total bill be- 
ing $1,369,088,276, representing per 
capita expenditure for stimulants of 817.33 
for the 79,083,000 people of the United 
States, or 4.7 cents per day. The cost at re- 
tail of alcoholic and malt drinks was $1,172,- 
565,235, of coffee $149,831,030, of tea $39,- 
642,011, and of cocoa $7,000,000, amount- 


ing to a total of $1,369,038,276, as com- 


pared with $1,273,212,386 in 1901. Since 


1880 the use of alcoholic beverages has 


nearly doubled. The consumption of coffee 
has risen from 8.78 pounds per capita to 
13.37 pounds, and that of tea has dropped 
from 1.89 pounds to 0.94 pound. 

So far as quantity goes we are a nation 
of coffee drinkers. We k more coffee 
than anything else. Then beer, then tea, 
and lastly spirits and wine. The American 
Grocer seems to, be warranted, assuming

creasing their use of such as tend to debase

10 INVESTIGATE AND TO IMPROVE. 

Instead of spending all their tinte grab- 
bing territory from each other the nations 
of the present day devote themselves large- 
ly to grabbing ideas. The Japanese, of 
course, are the archgrabbers. Wherever 
there is anything of material value or of 
sentimental interest there also is a Japan- 
ese commission with stenographers and 
notebooks. But representatives of other na- 
tionalities are also numerous. Americans 
go to Germany to study universities. Ger- 
mans come te America to study steel 
processes. very nation has its eye glued 
to every other nation’s keyhole. The de- 
lightful thing is that the other nation doesn’t 
often object... 

It is in prosecution of this idea that the 
American Institute of Social Service is 
sending Dr. W. H. Tolman abroad to study 
social and industrial conditions in Durope. 
Dr. Tolman’s results will be of service to 
this country. It has sometimes seemed as 
if Dr. Tolman’s idea of social regeneration 
was comprehended in the providing of 
young women employés with mirrors in 
their restrooms, but there is no reason to be- 
lieve that Dr. Tolman will not study other 
things besides mirrors during his European 
trip. If he comes back with an accurate 
exhibit of certain features of Buropean in- 
dustry the comparison which will then be 
possible with American industry cannot 
fail to be useful. ‘ 

The need of such accurate exhibits be- 
comes clearer every day. The coal strike 
commission report is worth many years of 
angry discussion of the rightsoflabor. The 
report on the street child got out by the 
New York child labor committee was 
worth many thousand columns of emetiona! 
appeal. Of course, emotional appeals and 
discussions of the rights of labor have their 
place, but their place is strongest strategic- 
ally when it is bulwarked by the facts which 
the strike report and the street child report 
established. 

This is a general principle. It is not so 
general, however, but that it has a local ap- 
plication. Our handling of a great many 
things here in Chicago would be much im- 
proved if we had the means which they have 
in New York of previously securing ac- 
curate information. Consider baby farms, 
for instance. What can be done about baby 
farms when so little is known about them as 
is known now? The way scientists deal 
with physical disease is by making investi- 
gations and experiments. We shall have 
to take the same way of dealing with social 
disease. Wealthy people who are interested 
in improving Chicago could find no better 
use for their money than in financing such 
investigations as have here been suggested.

Nothing daunted, Sir Edmund took his place 
in the chancel and proceeded to celebrate 
divine service as if to the manner born. Not 
content with this, he, after the conclusion of 
the liturgy, solemnly and gravely ascended 
Ahe pulpit and preavhed an extemporary 
sermon, choosing as his text the controversy 
which arose among Christ’s disciples as to 
Wich of them was the greatest and the 
least, his discourse on the subject being of 
course listened to with yapt attention by the 
junior members of thé embassy staff. Noth- 
ing could have exceeded the good taste and 
reverence with which he played his réle as 
a priest, and I may add that the long white 
beard and stately ‘presence seemed thor- 
oughly in keeping with the snowy surplice 
which he had borrowed from the wardrobe 
of the chaplain for the occasion. 

Sir Edmund comes from an ancient family 
which traces its ancestry in an unbroken 
line back to a John Monson who flourished 
in Lincolnshire in the reign of the Tudor 
king Edward IV., and is next heir to the 
peerage of his nephew, Lord Monson, who 
is likewise his private secretary. Young 
Lord Monson spent some time in this country 
last year. 

Lord Brampton, who is reported to be ill, 
and whose recovery in view of the fact that 
he is 87 years old is exceedingly doubtful, will 
be best remembered by his former name of 
Sir Henry Hawkins, which he bore prior to 
his elevation to the peerage, and when still 
one of the most popular and best known 
judges of the English Bench, as well as one 
of the wittiest members of the bar. Indeed, 
there were few judges to whom more amusing 
sayings weré ascribed than Lord Brampton. 

On one occasion before becoming a judge 
he was engaged in trying a marine collision 
case in the admiralty court before the late 
Justice Channel. The latter was a clever 
judge, but a sad cockney, dropping his aspi- 
rates at every opportunity. In this instance 
the ship which had been run down off Dover 
bore the name of the Hannah. The judge 
persisted in calling it the Annah. Finally 
John Huddleston, who was the counsel for 
the defense and an intimate friend and fel- 
low wit of Hawkins, arose and asked wheth- 
er his “ learned ther would be good 
enough to inform him of the real name of 
the sunken vessel, since part of the time it 
was being called the Hannah and the re- 
mainder of the time the Annah. 

„ Gladly,”” replied Hawkins. The real 
name of the vessel whose owners I represent 
is the Hannah, but the ‘h’ has been lost 
in the chops of the Channel.“ 

Lord Brampton used to have a fox ter- 
rier named Jack, of whom he was inordi- 
nately fond. Jack was probably the only 
dog in oxistence that ever occupied a seat 
on the English bench. Sir Henry used in- 
variably to have his little dog with him 
when he presided at any trial, criminal or 
civil, Jack being usually attached to his 
wrist by a long blue ribbon, of which Sir 
Henry would every now and again haul in 


the slack. 


Only on one occasion did Jack so far for- 
get himself as to bark. Sir Henry had made 
a judicial joke so atrociously bad that Jack 
raised his voice in protest, not so much by 
way of censure of his master’s wit as with 
the object of reproving the sycophancy ot 
the junior bar, which had laughed uproar- 
lously. , 

Sir Henry, however, arose to the occasion 
and with the utmost promptitude directed 
the ushers of the court to remove that 
dog from the gallery.“ commenting in in- 
dignant tones upon the impudence or 
people who brought dogs into court, Jack 
meanwhile being ensconced under the bench, 
where, of course, the ushers did not dare 
to look for the canine disturber.

AMERICAN STOCKS LOSE. 


Move of Secretary of Treasury at 


First Causes Bear Action, but 
Slump Follows.

Conditions have failed to improve 
and the changes were of an erratic and fall- 
ing tendency. 

One by one the leading groups of stocks 
took theif turn to worry the markets. There 
was a refiewal of the fallin consol. At one 


time on Wednesday they» went below 90, the 


lowest since the Franco-Prussian war, and 
depressed every department on the stock 
exchange. It made an unfavorable impres- 
sion on the New York exchange and the 
continental bourses. On Thursday Paris 
caused a commotion as a result of a slump 
in Spanish securities, which upset the for- 


‘eign market, and on Friday a turn in the 


American section upset things. |

Prices at first picked up on the announce- 
ment of the secretary of the United 
States treasury that he was pre- 
pared to atcépt $100,000,000 of cer- 
tain classes of bonds for refunding. ' The mar- 
ket here was disposed to exaggerate the 
importance of the news, and this caused a 
considerable amount of bear covering. 
Later, when the exaggeration of these views 
became evident the market broke badly. In 
the street there was a decided slump, due 
to the fact that it was the last day before the 
general carryover. All things which favor 
apathy and sélling are given undue weight. 
A further break in Wall street yesterday in- 
creased the general depression here. 


The pronounced fall in consols created a 


feeling of serious apprehension in the mar- 


kets. The slump was popularly ascribed to 
American selling, and in some measure to 
realizations by bull operators who were 
carrying consols for a rise over a number 
of accounts. They are now getting out in 
disgust. Undoubtedly the chief cause of the 
movement is anxiety over the future of the 
money market. In view of loans known to 
be impending the market wants to see a 
recovery in consols. Apparently this can 
only be brought about by government pur- 
chases on a large scale. The only nt 
object of such purchases is to the 
way for the Transvaal loan.

There is no public 
interest just now in the Yankees. The 
American public is only a little less con- 
Spicuous by its absence than the English 
public.

Not much change was seen in the money

The Statist says 
if the Bank of England continues its present 
‘policy further for a short period its strength 
will be sufficiently improved so it will be 
Justified in reducing the official minimum 
from 4 per cent to 3% per cent, and possibly 
per cent, before the government loan has 
been issued. The French banks this week 
increased the balances which they are em- 
ploying in London, the demand for money 
having distinctly declined in Paris, where 
the cheerful feeling has again disappeared.

PUBLIC HAS HO PROFIES. 


BIG FACTOR IN MAKING OF BULL 
MARKET LACKING. 


Wearied with Continual Losses, Out- 
siders Quit Stocks—Iron and Steel 
Prices Tend Upward—Wheat Yield- 
ing. Slowly Under the Influence of 
Fine Crop Prospetts, May Held at 
a Premium by Scarcity of Contract 
Stocks, and Fair E | Demand. 


Some analysis of the speculative situation 
leads to the conclusion that an important 
factor in the making of a bull market is 
lacking in present conditions—profits to the 
credit of the public. P 

„Not within 4 year have the commission 
houses been able to show good profits earned 


Margins may be large, but that is another 
matter. 

Without the help of the public an advance 
in securities sufficiently general and pro- 
nounced to be calied a bull market is not 
to be expected. Neither is it to be expected 
that the public will go from one losing ven- 
ture to another, advancing margins out of 
business or professional earnings to con- 
tinue the uncertain contest with prices. 

In the last three months a bull card o 
the market has been considered to be the 
fact that commission houses are relatively 
bare of stocks. Some of the largest con- 
cerns in Wall street have only one-quarter 
of the liabilities in this particular they had 
one year ago. Chicago houses are carrying 


stands ready to enter the market. 

But here arises the important question of 
why these lines of stocks have been reduced. 
It is one thing if the public has banked its 
speculative profits, and it is quite another 
if it has withdrawn from the market to limit 
its losses.

lowing the election of McKinley in 1896. 
Then existed the basis for great bull mar- 
kets such as followed. Stocks were cheap 
intrinsically and in market quotations. The 
buyers in those days soon had dsome 
profits. They had fortunes w came 
without effort, and they were liberal in their 
speculative ventures. But with the col- 
lapse following the §Northern Pacific corner 
the golden era of riches without work be- 
gan drawing to a close. The winners of the 
profits adapted their methods of living to 
their increased’ fortune and when stocks 
ceased to advance they found themselves 
without surplus working capital. <A cor- 
poration with $100,000,000 of assets may still 
be poor and without a surplus. | 

Why Don’t Millionaires Buy? 

But besides the general speculative public 
it is interesting to note how fortune has fol- 
lowed the conspicuous groups of capitalists 
who made bull markets several years ago. 

What has become of E. H. Harriman and 
the capital he used to command with which 
to buy Union Pacific? When Union Pacific 
was selling above 120 the public heard that 
K. H. Harriman and his friends were the 


Union Pacific now sells around 90, 
and no one hears of Mr. Harriman or his 
friends being large buyers. | 

Mr. Harriman is in that particular no bet- 
ter off than the public. i 

What has become of Talbot J. Taylor and 
James R. Keene, who were at one time such 
large buyers of United States Steel and of 
Southern Pacific? 

Mr. Taylor was credited with holding 80,000 
shares of Southern ific aside from thé 
pool holdings for his personal account. The 
tape does not now tell of the good buying in 
Southern Pacific and the high price to which 
it is going. es 

In this particular Mr. Taylor and Mr. 
Keene do not differ from the public. 

What has become of tne western con- 
tingent, so-called, which operated through 
the house of Harris, Gates & CO.? 

There was a time when, daily, the market 
heard of the heavy buying of securities by 
this group of speculators. Indeed, no longer 
ago than last summer the western contin- 
gent made a bull market. But what happened 
to it last November and December, and why 
isn’t this contingent buying stocks now since 
they have fallen much below former levels? 

The western contingent in this particular 
seems to be in the same position as the 
public. 
Why Has Mr. Morgan Quit? 

What has become of the enormous buying 
power behind J. P. Morgan? The Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine was his last great 
promotion. The stocks of that corporation 
have declined many points since they were 
underwritten. Why doesn’t Mr. Morgan 
support the market for International Marine 
and why, does not the tape tell about Mr. 
Morgan's heavy purchases of some other se- 
curities, if not Stee? or International Mer- 
cantile Marine? 

Mr. Morgan in this particular seems to oc- 
‘cupy a position somewhat similar to that of 
the public. 

There is one other group that attained 
great wealth through industrial promotions. 
That is the Moore crowd. It, however, took 
its profits and bought a railroad system and 
since that time has devoted its energies to- 
ward making profits out of its own corpore- 
tion. But it is as much out of the market as 
the other groups. It isn’t buying miscel- 
laneous securities any more than is the pub- 


lic, 
And the Standard Oil Group? 


Then there is the Standard Oil group. Itis 
carrying along the Amalgamated Copper 
company and the American Linseed com- 
pany. But, at the same time, it is blessed 
with the Standard Oil company. This lat- 
ter corporation turns in $40,000,000 a year to 
its owners. That is a mighty sum for a few 
men to receive annually as net income. But 
the Standard Oil group with all its wealth is 
not heralded daily as buying securities or 
being under the stock market. It will buy 
St. Paul stock after it has had a big and sud- 
den drop, and when unfortunate holders can 
carry it no longer. Then on the rebound this 
stock again sees the market with a profit to 
the oll crowd and a further diminution of the 
profits of the public. But why doesn’t the 
Standard Ol crowd buy freely of securities 
at the present time? Perhaps it has all the 
stock it wants and in this particular doesn't 
differ from the public. 

There should be temporarily better prices 
for stocks. But when neither the public nor 
the rich men care to buy, who Is to create or 
make a big advance in prices? | | 


Position of the Banks. ? 
Although Saturday’s bank statement was 
the most favorable in some weeks, still the 
changes in the various items for the month 
of March show at what cost of deposits the 
surplus reserve has been prevented from be- 
ing turned into a deficit. The shrinkage in 
deposits amounted to the extremely high 
total of $61,916,400 during the month, or an 
average of over $15,000,000 weekly or $2,500,-

There is a sur- 
plus on the tracks, as arrivals continue 
fairly ‘heavy, and considerable is coming in 
that has been long in transit, thus adding 
to the complexities of the situation. For 
the first time during the present year the 
supply of coke showed a distinct improve- 
ment. Although standard grades sell as 
high as $9.50, there were some offerings as 
low as $6.50. While large manufacturers 
had little difficulty during the week in secur- 
ing something near the normal tonnage, 
small users were not always able to pro- 
cure the best, but experienced no trouble in 
picking up all the inferior grades needed. 


Increase in Lumber Traffic. 


The movement of lumber during the week, 
especially in the north, showed a material 
increase. It igs thought the crisis in the 
south is passed and that the high waters 
will no longer interfere with the course of 
business. C being interested in all 
sections of the country, as well in the way 
of receiving supplies from producing points 
as in sending out material to all construction 
centers, is naturally affected by any adverse 
conditions prevailing throughout the land. 
Relief from these conditions is equally 
marked by transactions here. 

The hardwood situation remains as it has 
been for many months, and there seems little 
chance of a betterment during the current 
year. The demand for white pine continues, 
and from all sections, as the season opens, 
there comes a clamoring for this stock. 
There is a Scarcity of yellow pine, due to in- 
terruption in operations in the south, and 
prices are fairly strong. Pacific coast woods 
have been largely éalled for, and reports 
from producing centers indicate that the 
mills are doing all in their power to supply 
the extraordinary demand, with a fair pros- 
pect of relieving the situation to some ex- 
tent. Values have recently advanced $1.00 


in no wise affected by this increase in price. 


Iron and Steel Tending Upward. 


Trade in the metal lines for the week 
showed a steady though gradual improve- 
ment. There was a lack of that keen buying 
that doubtless would have prevailed, through 
actual necessities of consumers, had there 
not been an apprehension that April 1 would 
bring a development of long expected labor 
troubles. A distinctive feature of the busi- 
ness in almost all lines was that preliminary 
negotiations were not carried on to the 
usual extent, actual closing of contracts in 
short order being the rule. The trend of 
values continued upward. A report pre- 
vailed that tubes are shortly to be advanced, 
while large sizes of pipe already have been 
marked up. Prices for old material were 
stronger, owing to a prevailing scarcity. 
Until recently $1.90 was a level maintained 
only nominally for iron bars, but the mills 
are now holding steadily at that figure.. Cut 
nail makers are asking 50 more for their 
product, and galvanized sheets have a firmer 
tone, especially in store trade. 

German steel, an important factor in this 
market for some months, now cuts no figure, 
as deliveries cannot be aseured earlier than 
midsummer. The unusually strong under- 
tone to all metal products is due toa number 
of influences, each so controlling and impor- 
tant as to impart to all connected with the 
trade in its multitudinous branches a feeling 
that this strength is not a temporary one, 
but has a foundation that cannot and will

market. As the condition of the growing 
crop was an ever present factor and the ex- 
port demand an intermittent one, the 
bearish influence was stronger and the 
market showed a moderate degline for the 
week, deferred futures sho the most 
weakness, the May %c lower, July off %c, 
and September a full cent weaker. 

On heavy liquidation by discouraged May 
holders early in the week, the price was 
forced down to 71%e, a decline of 110 from 
the high point in January, and its premium 
over July reduced to 200. But on the bharp 
breaks a good export demand develo 
there was a sufficient. demand for No.

Increasing Demands of Merchants and 

Manufacturers Give Bankers Con- 

In General Business 

Creates Requirements Which Gan- 

not Be Adequately Supplied—This Is 

Shown by Way Wall Street Reeeiv~ 
ed Notiee of Pennsylvania Issue.

NEW YORK, March 28. — [Special. I—An 

improvement was shown in the condition 
of themoney market last week. Time money 
was offered with a little more freedom and 
call loan rates did not advance. The bank 
statement of Saturday was a good one, but 
the fact @iat it displayed an increase in 
cash items would suggest that the estimates 
of the movement money brought out sach 
Friday are unreliable or that there is some 
change in the holdings of money which is 
not discernible. . 

As far as the immediate future of the money 
market is concerned, there is a prospect that 
rates. will be a little easier and that supplies 
will show the promi increase for a time, 
at least, until after 11. 

The fact which seems to give bankers the 
most concern is that demands of merchants 
and manufacturers are increasing. The ac- 
tivity of general business creates require- 
‘ments which cannot even now be adequately 
supplied. These conditions in the money 
market have a bearing on the way thestreet 
behaved about the principal event of the 
week, the issue of $80,000,000 new stock by 
the Pennsylvania railroad company, which 
was not expected. It was known that the 
proposition to raise the authorized share 
capital of the company to $400,000,000 was 
likely to be followed by some announcement 
of ‘the kind, yet the presumption was that 
as the company had borrowed $35,000,000 for 
‘a year on easy terms from the bank syndi- 
cate and had all it really needed to carry 
on the Improvement work which is now in 
progress on the system, the bringing out 
of the new stock issue would be held back 
until the financial conditions were propitious 
for the operation. If the management of the 
Pennsylvania actually desired to unfavorably 
affect the money and stock markets it 
could not have chosen a worse moment in 
which to make the announcement, 


— 

There are also a number of other bond 
and stocks issues already in the field like 
the new Erie vertible 4 per cent, and the 
whole situation is one which should have 
invoked caution on the part of the directors 
of the premier railway in the country. It 
would seem the matter was settled without 
consultation with the bankers in the center 
of the country’s fi cial affairs. The an- 
swer which the market has given has been 
disco to the gentlemen who are in 


The selling of Pennsylvania started a ten- 
dency for the liquidation of the holdings of 
other high priced stocks, the New York Cen- 
tral and St. Paul being the conspicuous ex- 
amples. In the case of New York Central 
it is noted there is really room for appre- 
henston in view of this week’s developments. 
The comp.ny has to raise more Money before 
long, with which to provide the improve- 
ments absolutely necessary in order to en- 
able it to serve the requirements of its 
patrons, and the question that now arises is 
how will the application for new capital 
through either a bond or a stock issue on 
the part of the principal Vanderbilt road be 
received by the men in the stock markets 
when the management of the Pennsylvania 
has just met such a decided rebuff. The 
way the market acted gave free play not only 
to renewed bearish demonstrations on the 
part of the stock market interests who are 
inclined to operate on the short side account, 
but caused a good deal of selling by the 
tired out and frightened long holders, of 
whom there are many at present. At the 
same time, the outstanding bear interest 
in the market has been increased, and as the 
liquidation seems to have nearly exhausted 
itself, there is a possibility that next week’s 
market will be slightly better, though it will 
probably be an irregular and sensitive affair.
